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London, May 1—Messagés from Du- 
blin say the draft of the home rule 
bill is likely to create a good impres- 
sion. It is expected it will be pres- 
ented in the commons next week. The 
foolish idea of a possible anti-Popery 
campaign in Engalnd carries less 
weight as each day passes, for the 
simple réason that the ordinary Eng- 
lishman fails to see how. the revival 
of this meédiaevalism could. possibly 
help win the war. Primate Cardinal 
Logue, the grand old man of Irish 
Catholicism says the revival of the no- 
Popery ery will not do the church a 
bit of harm and will only harm the 
Allies, With 40 per cent. of the Am- 
erican troops Catholics it would be a 
stupid thing in England to try rai- 
se this foolish and false issue: 

Cardinal Logue speaking to the cor- 
respondent of the Manchester Guard- 
ian in Derry, said emphatically; “The 
Irish bishops have received no instruc- 
tions,.no suggestions from the Vatic- 
an about their attitude toward con- 
scription. Everybody knows the Ca- 
tholic church has sons on both sides 
of this horrible war, and everybody 
ought to know the Vatican will be neu- 
tral throughout. It could be no other 
Even the sacred college contains rep- 
resentatives on both sides. But the 
Vatican has never sought to influence 
action in this country or in any other 
except the Pope’s peace proposals, and 
you know how they were received.” 

He added that he as cardinal never 
considered it part of his duty to urge 
anybody to fight either in this country 
or any other, but he never discouraged 
it. It was a matter for every man 
to decide for himself. He personally 
had always been aganst Sinn Fein 
movement as such. It was the Brit- 
ish government themselves who were 
encouraging the Sinn Feiners’ by 
bringing forward conscripton. ‘Noth- 
ing he had heard gave him real ground 
for hope that the new home rule bill 
would be satisfactory to the great ma- 
jority of Irishmen. The Cardinal shooi: 
his head over the question of whether 
there was any immediate chance of 
settlement of the Irish question. 

This however is not the conviction 
of Chief Secretary Duke’s successor, 
Edward Short, who is now taking the 
Trish secretaryship. He is able and ad- 
aptable, Liberal and a King’s counsel 
who has shown in the parliamentary 
chairmanship on medical reexamin- 
ation scandals that he can combine 
conscientiousness with diplomacy He 
is a strong home ruler and it is as- 
sumed he would not be content to ac- 
cept position without a government 
pledge both for conscription and home 
rule. He is one of the minority who 
a fortnight ago supported the Nation- 
alists in the commons division to om- 
it the clause applying conscription to 
Ireland.

A CALL FOR FOOD 

On the same day that baron Rhon- 
dda sends a cable to the Canadian 
authorities urging that greater sup- 
plies of wheat and meat be hurried 
to England and stating that quantities 
now being received are not sufficient 
for weekly requirements, we here that 
new regulations have been ordered for 
Canadian candy and confectionary ma- 
kers and manufacturers of certain kind 
of pastry, greatly restricting them in 
the use of flour and sugar. 

The most that can be said of the 
new restrictions are that they are an 
inconvenience. Some people with ed- 
ucated tastes will find it difficult to 
break themselves of certain habits of 
doubtful value in the matter of in- 
dulging their appetites. They will 


.not be able to eat so much of certain 


sweets and goodies as has been their 
wont., and there is reason to believe 
the restrictions will be good for them 
Certainly it will do them no injury. 
Indeed so far as Canada has gone 
in the direction of food restriction 
nothing has yet happened that will 
result injuriously to the health of the 
people. So far it has been our feelings 
that have been hurt, not our health. 
Later on we may be asked to practice 
abstemiousness to an extent that will 
make a difference to our health, but if 
that time comes we have ourselves 
largly to blame.

THE CASE AGAINST GERMANY 

Final vestiges of apparent fact on 
which the German imperia! govern- 
ment has sought to justify, its course 
in the war are passing. The Lichnow- 
sky memoirs have not merely the plau- 
ibility that wins a hearing, but also the 
fidelity to know facts and the corrob- 
orative details that convince. 

With German exploitation of Fin- 
land under way, with the Baltic prov- 
inces getting whaf Belgium got, with 
Holland under the hateful frown of 
Potsdam, the case of Germany, from 
the moral side, is irretreivably lost in 
every court of reason. 

Her Muhlon, a friend of Prince Lich- 
nowsky and a former member of the 
Krupp gun works directorate, writing 
to the Paris Newspaper Humanite on 
May 7 last, expresses the view that 
was voiced at a later time by Presid- 
ent Wilson in his reply io the papal 
note. 
I have abandoned all hope as regards 
the present directors of Germany,” 
wrote Herr Huhlon. “Our offer of 
peace without indication of our war 
aims, the accentuation of the sub- 
marine war, the deportations of Bel- 
gians, the systematic destruction in 
France and the torpedoing of English 
Hospital ships ,have so degraded the 
governors of the German empire that 
I am profoundly: convince that they 
are disqualified forever for the elab- 
oration and conclusions of a sipcere 
and just agreement.” 

That has become the deliberate ju- 
judgment of mankind. The charging 
battalions of Hindenburg, the Krupp 
and Skoda guns—the poison gas, the 
flame projectors—they are all that 
the kaiser has left. His cause is lost 
in a welter of lies and infamy. Ger- 
many supporting this foul adventure 
has bartered its soul to satisfy its 
greed for power and riches. Until it 
abandons its criminal enterprise its 
sons must contnue to fall by the 
sword in order that honor and justice 
shall not die.

NEW RULING IS EXPLAINED 
BY LOCAL REGISTRAR 

Registrar Carson has received a rul- 
ing from Washington which states 
that all Americans who have brougit 
themselves under the Canadian Milit- 
ary Service act are to be dealt with 
exactly the same as Canadians. In 
explaining this ruling the registrar 
stated that it affects Americans who 
at the time of the proclamation eith- 
er offered their services or applied for 
exemption, but now assert that they 
are American citizens and are not 
liable for military service. These men 
said Major Carson, in accordance with 
Washington ruling will be subject to 
our act and will be dealt wifh in ordin- 
ary course as if they were British 
subjects. They will not, of course be 
defaulters in the United States. 

It will noted that the ruling only 
affects Americans who have either re- 
ported for service or claimed exemp- 
tion during the period from Oct. 13 to 
November 10, and when Registrar Car- 
son was asked about other Amricans 
he remarked that all Americans in 
Canada, and Canadians in the U. 8, 
will shortly be required to come with- 
in the provisions of their rspective 
country’s acts. Details as to this are 
expected shortly.

PROVINCES TO HAVE UNIFORM 
STANDARDS 


It Was unanimously agreed that, sub 
ject to satisfactory arrangements as 
to price and revision, uniform text 
books in spelling, composition, British 
History, civi¢s, music, hygene and 
geometry, be adopted for the schools 
of the four western provinces, at the 
session here yesterday of hte ministers 
of eductation of the province of Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan, and British Col- 
umbia. 

Regarding arithmetic geography¥ 
grammar, and Canadian History, copy 
books and drawing books, these mat- 
ters were left open for a future meet- 
ing as were readers. Contracts for 
readers have not expired and nothing 
‘can be done in view of this fact until 
| next meeting. 
| Uniform textbooks will be adopted 
)for all subjects in high school work 
j with the exception or English gram- 
free arithmetic, chemistry, general 
history and geography which have 
been held over awaiting the selection 
of suitable texts and particulars of 
costs. 

To improve the status of the teach- 
ing profession it was agreed that the 
condition of admission to a course of 
training for second class professional 
certificates shall be a grade eleven cer- 
‘tificate, or standing’ recognized ag eq- 
| uivalent by any of the provinces. 

That the course of training for the 
second class professional certificates 
shall be at least 33 weeks in duration. 

That the condition of admission to a 
course of training for first class pro- 
fessional certificates shall be at Icast 
a grade 12 certificate, or standing rec- 
ognized as equivalent thereto by any 
province. 

That the course of training for’first 
class professional certificates shall be 
at least 33 weeks duration. 

A uniform nomenclature for both 
public and high schools, and uniform- 
ity in the matter of acceptance of tea- 
cher’s certificates outside the four west 
provinces is held over for considera- 
tion. Another matter of special ed- 
ucational importance discussed by the 
ministers was the urgent desirability 
of establishing a national bureau of 
education for Canada similar to that 
at Washington. '

Japan has not for a minute made 
light of the inimicable influence sprea- 
ding in Eastern Siberia both as a men- 
ace to Japan and China and as against 
the entente allies. Neither has Japan 
lost sight of the fact that Russia is 
a power endeavoring to reorganize a 
machine temporarly out of order. 

“Japan must give encouragement as- 
sistance and support to the work of re- 
organizing Russia. We trust the 
sound sense of the Dussian people will 
not be misled by reports calculated to 
keep the neighbors apart.

An increase in the excise duties pay- 
able on manufactured tobacco, etc. 

A duty of ten cents per pound on 
tea, which has been free, and a sim- 
ilar excise tax on tea in store, in or- 
der that holders of the article will ha- 
ve no advantage. 


Changes in the duties upon coffee 
and chicory in order to place the tax- 
ation upon these articles upon a par- 
ity with the taxation upon tea. 


A special duty of 5 cents per lineal 
foot upon moving picture films and a 
special war excise tax of 10 per cent. 
upon the selling value of automobiles, 
jewelery, gramophones, phonographs, 
talking machines, mechanical piano 
and organ players and records, which 
are inported into, or manufactured’ in 
Canada. The tax upon automobiles is 
applicable to all imported automobiles 
into, or manufactured in Canada. 

The amended business tax provides 


$25,000 which were exempt under the 
former tax. The rate will be 25 per 
cent. of the amount by which the pro- 
fits exceed 10 percent. 

Income tax exemptions in the case 
of unmarried persons from $1500 to 
$1000, and for married persons from 
$3,000 to $2,000. The rate of taxa- 
tion will be two per cent, from. one 
thousand dollars and up to $1500 in the 
case of unmarried, widowers, or wid- 
ows, without dependent children, and 
two percent. from $2,000 to $3,000 in 
the case of all other persons. 

“We propose” said Mr. MacLean, 
to increase the excise duties payable 
on manufactured tobacco from 10 cts. 
to 20 cents per, pound; on cigars from 
$5 to $6 per thousand; on cigarettes 
from $3 to $6 per thousand; on for- 
eign raw leaf tobacco, from 28 to 40 
cents per pound; on foreign raw leaf 
tobacco stemmed, from 42 to 60 cents 
per pound. We also propose to ‘es- 
tablish an excise duty of five cents per 
pound on raw leaf tobacco grown in 
Canada, allowing the Canadian grower 
a sufficient quantity for his own use 
without payment of duty thereon. We 
also deem it expedient to place a cus 


The customs tariff upon green coffee 
is British preferential tariff, 2 1-4 cts. 
per pound and general tariff 3 cents 
per pound. It is proposed that the 
British preferential tariff be 7 cts. per 
pound. The coffeee tariff items are 
covered by the west Indies agreement 
and the preferential rate for coffee 
from the West Indies Islands which 
parties to the agreement, must be at 
least 20 per cent. below the general 
tariff rate. This has been provided 
for in the general tariff changes in 
respect to coffee. Changes in the cus- 
toms rate of duty payable on tobacco 
cigars and cigarettes, corresponding 
to the increases in the excise tax up- 
on these articles will be submitted.

“The resolutions which I shall sub-

WELL DISTRIBUTED 


New taxation proposed in the Domi- 
nion budget speech is of such a na- 
ture that it strikes practically every 
class in a community, It is 
right that it should be so. If we must 
have more cash to finance our war ob- 
ligations there should be as wide dist- 
ribution of the burden as possible. 
This seéms to have been the object of 
the framers of the new list of taxable 
articles. P 

More concerns are included in the 
business of war profits taxation, the 
income tax is to be changed to catch 
persons whose incomes are below the 
figure that is now taxable, while there 
is a new rating for those whose incom- 
e@8 are excessively large, more of their 
surplus being taken by government. 
Men who buy automobiles will have to 
pay something to the government for 
the privilege of owning and operating 
this modern luxury. 

In addition to these changes in the 
list the general public will be called on 
to do its share through special taxes 
on tea, coffee, matches, mechanical 
playing and talking machines and rec- 
ords and other things, while smokers 
will be hit hard with practically a dou- 
bling tax on their beloved weed, in no 
matter what form they may use it. 
Another special tax is that upon mov- 
ing picture films in the shape of a cus- 
toms duty of five cents per foot. Bre- 
wers of twopercent drinks are to be 
charged more in the shape of excise 
duties. 

Viewed in the main there is nothing 
specially burdensome in these new war 
measures and yet it is to be expected 
that they will bring in a very consider- 
able addition to the revenue of coun- 
try. The division. of burden is also 
fairly made. Practically everyone is 
hit and no one will find the new burden | 
excessive. 

The lesson of the new budget is | 
clear. We are at war and are beginn- | 
ing to feel it. Thus far the people ; 
have not noticed particularly. Now 
the fact is brought home to them by 
easy stages. Already in Britain and 
France there is much heavier taxation 
than here and the people have a clear 
knowledge of what war really means in 
the privations it causes. As yet we 
have suffered no privations but if the 
conflict continues it is very possible
